SECRET ORDERS 
ARE BARED BY 
ITALIAN EDITOR 


Don’t Mention Bombing 
of Women, Children, 
Papers Told 


Mussolini’s erimes in Spain and 

his intervention to promote fascism 
in other countries are glaringly ex- 
posed in the secret orders issued 
by the Italian Ministry of Press and 
Propaganda to Italian newspapers. 
‘Copies of the orders, obtained 
from emploves of the fascist gov- 
ernment, were published yesterday 
by Girolamo Valenti, editor of the 
Italian anti-fascist newspaper, La 
Stampa Libera. 
The orders, Valenti said, 
example of what could happen to 
the American press if fascism ever 
succeeded in destroying democracy 
in America.“ . 

The documents showed that the 
Italian newspapers were instructed 
to publish nothing about the fas- 
cist bombardment of “inhabited 
cerſters“ in Spain, nor about send- 
ing of Italian troops to Spain. The 
papers were forbidden to mention 
Italian or German aviators in Spain, 
Italian intrigue in other countries, 
and were ordered to slur French of- 
ficials and to “be rather favorable 
to Germany” in the controversy be- 
tween the Nazis and the Vatican. 

DONT’S FOR PRESS

from January 5 to May 10, 1937, 
are punctuated throughout with

By uniting their forces, the anti- 
fascists of France were able to 
drive back the fascist plotters, and 
in the period of one short year in- 
augurate not only the most wide- 
spread and advanced social legisla- 
tion in the entire history of France, 
but to raise the power and poten- 
tiality of the French proletariat to 
its highest point,

A glance at the record of achieve- 
ments of the Peoples’ Front gov- 
ernment of France is an inspira- 
tion to anti-Fascists. throughout the 
world. 


1—When all the political -wise- 
crackers predicted the imminence 
of Fascism in France (“The 
March of Time” tried to convince 
the American people Fascism was 
a matter of a few days in France) 
the Peoples’ Front was able to de- 
feat the plots for civil war. Today 
the Fascist gangs, reduced in 
strength and influence, are trying 
to unite to save themselvés from 
complete annihilation. 

2—The French proletariat, polit- 
ically and economically, was made 
stronger than at any time in its 
history.

These symptoms of discontent reveal themselves in 
all sections of the population. In the first place, 
there is the fear of war. The incessant nocturnal 
alarms, the preparation for defense against aeroplanes, 
the creation of military stations in all the houses: 
all of this causes a spirit of panic among the popula- 
tion. There are mahy people who expect war to bed 
declared from day to day. 

Further, one often hears the view expressed that 
Germany will meet defeat. There are many who fear 
Great Britain. In the stores, in the trains one often 
has the occasion to overhear remarks of this sort: 
“Why does our government irritate the English? It 
will only mean the repetition of the misfortune of the 
last war.” 

0 


The intervention of Germany in Spain causes a 


particularly painful impression on the German popu- 
lation. In the beginning the Nazis succeeded in hiding 
this from a large part of the public, but now everyone 
speaks about it. Frequently of late parents of soldiers 
have been informed that their sons met death in an 
“accident” during maneuvers. Everyone quickly un- 
derstands that it is the Spanish question. 


As a result, it is sufficient for a soldier or an officer 
to announce to his family that he is leaving to take 


part in “maneuvers” for the family to be seized with 


panic. 

The intervention in Spain is very unpopular even 
among rank and file Nazis. Added to this is a very 
hostile attitude toward the Italians. In workers’ 
circles there is a very definite sympathy for Repub- 
lican Spain. When press bulletins on rebel successes 
are announced on the radio, the listeners generally 
exclaim: There, they have taken Madrid once again.”

laurel as a souvenir. In the tumult that ensued some- 
one succeeded in slashing the portrait with a knife. 

We state a development which is proof of the spirit 
of opposition amongst the artisans. They openly de- 
clare that the policy of the government is ruining 
them, that all of the orders go to the big enterprises. 
Parallel tendencies manifest themselves in the coun- 
try. It is very characteristic that even the army be- 
comes the theatre of an internal struggle between the 
commissioned and the non-commissioned officers. 
The latter frequéntly complain that they are boy- 
cotted by the others. 

All of these things cause the high commend and 
heavy industry to be constantly on the alert and they 
are intervening openly more and more in politics. One 
event merits particular attention. Some factory man- 
agers intentionally protect certain workers who once 
played an important part in the trade union move- 
ment, calculating thus to insure themselves against 
unforeseen eventualities. Despite their enormous prof -

, EXICO CITY.—Last night I spent a wonderful 
evening with three men who must be numbered 

. among the “Old Bolsheviks” of the Mexican Revo- 
lution. 


Cecilio Garza, tall, rugged, with a big moustache and the kind of 
enormous laugh that makes one feel that life is permarently good, is 
75 years old. He still works his little ranch along the Rio Grande near 
Del Rio, Texas. J 


who raised a revolt against the dictator Diaz on 
the Texas border. Catarino Garza was their leader. 
It was in the time of Cleveland, and Mexico seemed 
sunk into an eternal slave apathy. Diaz, a mercen- 
ary tool of foreign capitalism shaped in the same 
mold as the Spanish General Franco of today, had 
established a feudal regime based on murder, star- 
vation, and mass ignorance. 

It was fascism in effect, with only one virtue 
that modern fascism lacks; it was not demagogic. 


undred peasants held several border towns for almost 
. Then Diaz mobilized the pick of his army against them, 
The peasant army scattered; many, among them old Cecilio, 
escaped across the border to the United States. 
Here, the American army authorities, working hand in hand with 


Diaz, arrested them. Cecilio was caught in Laredo, Texas, in 1894, and 
sentenced for the crime of breaking the neutrality laws. He served a 
year and & half in a penitentiary then located in Brooklyn, N. Y. 

When he came out, he went back to farming in Texas, But in 
1904 a new revolt broke out, originating with the junta in Los Angeles, 
California, and old Cecilio joined up again. For more than forty years 
he has been fighting and plowing, a fine old revolutionary farmer with 
not a spark of malice or meanness in his big frame. 

And it was all so simple, it was just his duty. I asked the old farmer 
why he had been a fighter so long. 

“Diaz made us slaves,” he said. “When I was 12 years old my 
father, a peasant who had learned to read and write, wrote a letter 
to a newspaper complaining of certain injustices being done to the 
peasants. Diaz sent some soldiers to kill my father. From that time 
on I knew that Mexico would never be free until Diaz was removed. 
So wheriever anyone began a revolt against Diaz, I was there to join 
it.” 


The Rank- und- Filer 

This old man was the typical rank-and-filer of every people's revo- 
lution, moved by that simple but profound instinct for justice that no 
dictator will ever crush out of the heart of humanity. 

Camilo Arriaga, also 75 years old, was another of the old Bolsheviks 

I met with last night. He was one of the first intellectuals to take up 
the revolutionary fight aga Diaz. 

Many old-time American Socialists will surely remember Comrade 
Arriaga. Thirty years ago there was more intense interest in the Mexi- 
can movement among American laborites than there seems to be to- 
day. Comrade Arriaga, with the Magon brothers, and others in that 
first brave group, waged a 20-year war against Diaz. 

In 1901, he organizéd the first liberal congress held in Diaz’ Mexico. 

Over 300 hundred delegates came to San Luis Potosi, where a friendly 
governor who had fought with Arriaga’s father against the French in- 
vaders under Juarez, and had a certain paternal interest in the young 
revolutionist, permitted such a congress. ae 7 


legality of trade unions, and strikes, the eight-hour day in industry, 
no more loans from foreign countries, and other such vital reforms. 

The congress lasted 20 days. Then the governor of an adjoining 
state sent in a swarm of plainclothes men who shot up the congress. 


But the seed had been planted, a seed that has grown into the great 


Mexican movement of today.

Working at 75 

What interested me most was to learn that if anyone can be called 
the Father of Mexican Socialism, it is this same Comrade Arriaga, this 
smiling, cheerful, courteous old man of 75, who still works every day in 
a government department. 

Comrade Arriaga’s profession is that of mining engineer. After 
finishing his studies in Mexico, and after having seen in the mines 
where he worked the cruel slavery of the Mexican miners, he spent 
two years in Paris, for post-praduate study. 

This was somewhere in the 1880's, some ten years after the Paris 
Commune. A man named Marx was still alive, the intellectual leader 
of revolutionary Europe. 

Arriaga bought the books of Marx and read them. They taughi 
him what Mexico needed. When he returned to his native land, he 
took Marx's books back with him, in a French edition. They were the 
first volumes of Marx to appear in Mexico. 

.ssiaga became a professional revolutionist who edited a succession 
of small papers, where he preached the Marxist ideas. He was the 
man who taught a whole generation of rg¥olutionists; the Magon 
brothers, Zapata, and Francisco Madero, leader of the successful revo- 
lution against Diaz, were among his disciples. 

It was indeed an experience to meet such a great old pioneer. What 
I cannot understand is why the Mexican Revolution of today does not 
preserve its own stirring history. : 

In the Soviet Union the old Bolsheviks like Arriaga are encouraged 

to write their memoirs and other historical records to be transmitted 
to the future. Such materials are invaluable, and the proudest treasure 
of every revolution. . 
“I am very happy,” said Comrade Arriaga to me at parting. “At 
last we have a great President in Mexico, who fights for the : 
I haye Known all the Presidents personally since Diaz, and he is the 
best. Mexico is on the road to Socialism under Cardenas. The workers 
and peasants are at last awakening. They come to know their rights, 
and how to fight for them. We have many enemies; they may try 
to kill Cardenas, but they cannot kill the mass movement that now 


exists. This is what makes me happy and makes me surer thah ever of 


the ultimate triumph of the Mexican people.” Pretty good for a man 
of 75—but old revolutionists seem to know the secret of perpetual youth. 
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In 1891 he was one of a band of 400 peasants |
